United Nations, N.Y. UP) — U.S. Ambassador 


George Bush says he is worried about stories 
going around that the United States will lose 
its fight to keep Nationalist China in the United 
Nations. 


He expresses concern that other govern- 


ments might believe these accounts and vote 
against the United States thinking they will 
wind up on the winning side. 


21 Sponsors 


Twenty-one 
nonaligned 
or 
Communist 


nations are sponsoring the so-called Albanian 
resolution calling for the seating of Red China 
and the ousting of the Nationalists. 


The United States and 20 cosponsors have 


a rival resolution to keep Nationalist China 
in the General Assembly and seat Communist 
China both in the assembly and on the Security 
Council. 


But the big fight the United States is putting 


up is to get votes for a partner resolution, 
sponsored by 18 nations, that would label the 
ouster of Nationalist 
China 
"an important 


question," to be decided only by a two-thirds 
vote.

This 
means a lot to us." 


Not 'Cave Man' 


He does not, he said, go in for "cave-man" 


tactics of threatening to withhold U S aid from 
countries that vote wrong 


But he can, he went on, point out "a fact 


of life": that if Nationalist China is expelled, 
it will be harder to get money for the United 
Nations from Congress. 


He said more than 300 members of Congress 


had signed "a petition" to that effect 


Bush said he expects to speak a lot in the 


assembly's debate on China, which starts Oct. 
18 and may last a week and a half. 


Might Overlap 


Bush said that although the debate might 


overlap Henry Kissinger's second trip to Peking 
to arrange for President Nixon's visit, there 
was no connection between the two 


But the U.S. mission here does not seem 


happy about the coincidence. 


Bush himself said, on another occasion, that 


the trip was bound to prompt 
speculation 


although it was impossible to say "how that's 
going to affect the final vote." 


Some diplomats say the presidential ad- 


visers trip can only remind other governments 
that the United States is making up to Peking 
and prompt them to conclude that they had 
better not fall behind by backing a U.S. two- 
Chinas policy that Peking dislikes.

Burchard will be included in the 
Pawnee Rural Water District No. 1 "if that 
district can find some good water for iheir 
wells." 


Haggerty said fire protection in some of 


these 
communities is inadequate, and the 


district water supply cannot be used for im- 
proving it. He said to include tire protection 
Mould make the cost of such developments 
prohibitive. 


Mayor Read said, "We haven't had any 


fire trouble yet and I hope we don't." 


While solutions take shape, residents of these 


southeast Nebraska communities will have to 
put up with dry lawns, sputtering iaucets and 
water that tastes like a rotten egg.

City's Mini-Line 
Need To Have

Transportation system Mini-Line will 
no longer be able to get change but 
will need to have the ten-cent fare 
ready on boarding the bus. 


According to Jerald Rae, city bus 


manager, none of the drivers of city- 
owned buses including the mini-buses 
which were taken over by the city 
a week ago will carry change. 


The 
other 
city 
buses, 
formerly 


operated by the Lincoln City Lines, 
required exact change fare for several 
years as a safety measure both from 
the driving standpoint and from ex- 
perience in other cities of holdups of 
bus drivers with substantial money on 
board the bus. 


Rae said that the mini-bus drivers 


have had the experience of having in- 
dividuals board the min-bus in front 
of a local bank and hand the bus 
driver a dollar for change.

Hurt Providing For hngsillon Load

Gov. J. James Exon's plan to 


irrigate all of Nebraska has run 
into a power block or power 
ratchet. 


The ratchet 
is 
a 
bit 
of 


terminology used to describe 
the rate system the Nebraska 
Public Power District NPPD 
uses to bill the smaller rural 
power using districts for their 
electric power. 


The ratchet is designed to 


encourage a more even use of 
electricity so that generating 
plants can operate at near- 
capacity on a year round basis. 


Bob 
Anderson, 
managing 


editor of the Nebraska Electric- 
Farmer, 
a 
house 
organ 


published by the rural electric 
systems, has studied the rates 
and 
tried 
to 
reduce 
the 


terminology to an 
understan- 


dable level. 


Anderson 
describes 
t h e 


ratchet 
system 
this 
way: 


"Each rural system must pay 
for the total kilowatts (kw) 
used that month or 70rc of the 
highest months total of KW 
•demand within the previous 12 
months, whichever is greater. 
As an example, say a rural 
system needed 5,000 KVV this 
month. Its highest KW demand 
month (peak demand) during 


the previous 12 months was 
during June when it reached 
10.000 KW. Its October bill 
will not be based on the 5.000 
KVV it used but on 7,000 KW or 
W( of what it used in June." 


Since most systems have a 


high demand during irrigation, 
air 
conditioning 
and 
crop 


drying seasons they pay for a 
.good deal of electricity they 
don't use and are understan- 
dably reluctant to add more 
irrigation wells to their already 
high peak period. To do so 
would add to their electric bill 
on a year-around basis. 


The problem has led to long 


delays and outright refusals to 
hook up irrigation . wells 
to 


electric service in many areas 
of the state.

Island has 900 wells that their 
owners would like to have on

1,200 farms, but if the projec- 
tions are correct, they will 
have just 80 farms by 1980. 


Each of these farms would 


spend around 8300,000 annually, 
however, more than 810 million 
currently spent in the county 
would move out of the county 
and about a third of it would be 
spent outside of the state. 


Ebers predicts labor pro- 


blems, particularly at harvest 
time, in spite of whatever laws 
are developed to prevent them. 
He cites the postal workers 
strikes, teachers strikes and 
police and firemen strikes as 
examples of people who have 
found -ways to enforce their 
demands. 


Ebers, backed by the Grange 


membership, is calling for a 
close look at implementing a 
farm ownership law similar to 
one used in North Dakota. He 
just might find Governor Exon 
interested, as he once, in a 
moment of frustration about 
farm problems, suggested the 
possibility of licensing farmers. 


We may hear more of this pro- 
posal when the state senators 
come back to Lincoln.

He calculates that S30 or more 
could be sliced off the cost of 
marketing a single steer and 
perhaps as much as $60 could 
be saved. The plan also might 
even up the odds for the large 
and small seller. Mike seems to 
believe the big guy would lose 
nothing and the small feeder 
would gain much. 


There are lots of bugs in it, 


such as, who is going 
to 


evaluate the cattle and where 
would they be sold and who 
would pay for the fieldmen. But 
they don't seem impossible to 
solve. 


It is difficult at this point to 


guess who would get the money 
that might be saved, however, 
if it hurts nobody and saves 
money for anybody, it deserves 
more study and perhaps even a 
real trial. The system has been 
very satisfactory in Canada so 
wiiy not here?

IN PERSPECTIVE

Examples of the turmoil with which we live are legion. 


Take, for instance, the litle boy seen sitting in the driveway 
OP his tricycle. But while sitting there, he has football helmet 
on his head. 


He is already, at the early age of about eight, uncertain 


as to what or who he is. He is young enough to enjoy that 
tricycle but old enough to want to play football. So, he in- 
corporates the two and mixes them together as best he can. 


And such wavering between adolescence and maturity goes 


on for a long time. The young man in high school begins 
to notice that girls may not be quite as bad as he once 
figured they were but he doesn't know exactly what they 
are or how to approach them. 


* 
It begins to dawn on him that it might not be a bad 


idea to try a date 
with some girl but there is then the 


problem of asking her and deciding what to do. School functions 
help a lot in the latter category but there isn't much help 
for the fellow with the first problem. 


The girls may have the date thing figured out pretty well 


but they still don't know the boys. They think they know 
the qualities and characteristics that mean something but they 
have hardly yet scratched the surface with the measures they 
apply in detemining with whom they will agree to go somewhere. 


So both boys and girls do a lot of fluctuating, approaching 


the maturity of mixed company but frequently falling back 
on ideas based upon limited knowledge, understanding and ex- 
perience. And there is always the conflict of the crowd — 
to run and go with your own all-male or all-female group 
or to take oil for the more unexplored held of boy-and-girl 
togetherness. 


That's the kind of things that families live with until all 


the growing up is completed. The girl with the skinned knee 
or black eye isn't sure exactly what her role in life is or 
how she ought to go about getting there. 


* 
The boy sleeping outside overnight may feel an exhilarating 


spirit ot independence and he sets up his tent and gets out 
his sleeping bag. But as the night wears on, the security of 
his own bedroom begins to lake on more meaning. 


A youngster might well be quite proud of himself the 


first time he goes out and buys some clothing on his own 
hook. But he might return home, to the consternation ot parents, 
trying to understand why he purchased 
the terrible fitting 


and terrible looking things he did. 


It takes time, but they will learn the qualities of color, 


fit and craftsmanship, to say nothing of price, that will make 
them more competent in the years ahead. A mother may have 
something of a nightmare when her daughter returns home 
with a new fall coat costing far more than mother herself 
has ever spent for such a garment. 


But that is the difference between knowing and thinking 


you know about all there is to learn about living. It shows 
up countless times in considering what is important and what 
is little more than a passing difficulty. 


* 
The school letter in sports, the spot on the debate team 


or a place on the cheerleading squad won't mean in a few 
years nearly as much as the effort made to achieve it, but 
try to tell that youngster that and "you just don't understand." 
Try to tell them why midnight is an appropriate hour to 
get in at night and you will discover, in their eyes, how 
"old-fashioned" you are. 


And why in the world, the day after they get their driver's 


license, they can't drive to the out-of-town game, they will 
never comprehend. After all, isn't driving the purpose of ob- 
taining a license? 


And in every situation, there is always a friend or classmate 


who gets to do "everything. There is always, it seems, someone 
who can stay out all night, can drive a car anywhere, can 
entertain without limitations at home, has unlimited charge 
accounts, has the latest fashions and on and on and on. 


It makes you think now and then that you would like 


to meet these free-wheeling youngsters but for some reason 
or other, they never seem to show up in person. From the 
day a boy climbs a tree and can't get down and a girl 
dons her first dress, there is great tugging and pulling between 
what they are and what they are destined to become.

Northeast Development 


City Councilman Bob Sikyta, addressing 


a meeting of the Havelock Businessmen's 
Association last week, reiterated a long-stand- 
ing notion that northeast Lincoln has been 
the most 
neglected 
part of the city — 


primarily, he said, because of a planning 
assumption that concluded the area would 
not stay abreast pf the growth of the rest 
of the city. 


But now. Sikyta said, the assumption has 


changed and northeast 
Lincoln will "grow 


quickly" if people will organize and push 
lor the expansion and development now plan- 
ned tor the area. 


He cited a new sewage treatment plant, 


which will open up the Stevens Creek drainage 
area, and the proposed Northeast Radial as 
two commitments the City Council has made 
to northeast Lincoln. And he also might have 
added the development 
of Mahoney Park, 


which, albeit slow, is progressing. 


There is truth to the observation that 


northeast Lincoln has been "neglected." but 
it isn't because the area has lacked for 
representation in city government. In fact, 
il has been more than adequately represented, 
if geography is the criterion. The problem 


is, rather, that city government as a whole 
has been dragging its feet for a number 
cl years over some key projects — projects 
that ha\e been or the boards regardless of 
any planning assumption that northeast Lin- 
coln would not grow. 


Plans are being readied and land negotia- 


tions are under way for the sewage treatment 
plant, with construction expected to begin next 
year. Actual construction of the Northeast 
Radial is likewise programmed to begin in 
J972. 


However, people cannot be blamed for 


refusing to believe the radial will ever be 
built until they see the first yard of concrete 
poured, or, for the real doubters, the ribbon 
cut at the opening ceremony. If the sewage 
plant is accorded the sarrre treatment as the 
radial, Sikyta's speech will be repeated to 
northeast-area 
businessmen's 
associations in 


1981 and again in 1991. 


It is hoped that the city will push ahead 


with deliberate speed on these projects for 
the good of all of Lincoln — because they 
are needed — and also to dispel the notion 
that northeast Lincoln has been treated like 
a poor relation. 


School Lunch Aid 


One of the techniques used by the Nixon 


administration 
to 
prevent 
greater 
budget 


deficits has been to impound money that has 
been appropriated by Congress for various 
programs. Some 10 days ago, the Senate 
passed a resolution which had the effect of 
forcing the administration to spend money 
it wanted to save when in August it announced 
intentions to cut down on school lunch money 
paid to the states to feed needy children 


By a vote of 75 to 5. the Senate insisted 


that the administration add an estimated SI50 
million to the program by directing 
the 


Agriculture Department to subsidize local 
school districts with 45c for lunch for every 
needy child — rather than the 35-cent limit 
imposed by the controversial regulation an- 
nounced in August — and to add an extra 
penny to the package to go toward all school 
lunches. 


Last week the administration backed down 


from the congressional pressure as the USDA 
announced it will reimburse slates at a 
minimum average of 45 cents per meal — 
fciss a penny than the Senate sought. The 
aid will be restricted to children froirr families 
having incomes at or below federal poverty 
guidelines. 


The actions taken by the Senate and by 


the administration invite a couple of com- 
ments. First, no matter what the budgetary 
bind, we don't think the place to pinch pennies 
is in the school lunch program. 


Second, we note that Sen. Roman Hruska 


was one of only five senators who 10 days 
ago voted against the resolution calling for 
an increase in payments for free and reduced- 
price school lunches. We are wondering what 
persuaded the senator to cast his vote against 
such an obviously worthwhile expenditure.

City Councilman Bob Sikyta, addressing

meeting of the Havelock 
Businessmen’s 
As.sociation last week, reiterated a long-stand­ 
ing notion that northeast Lincoln has been 
the 
most 
neglected 
part 
of 
the 
city 
— 
primarily, he said, because of a planning 
assumption that concluded the area would 
not stay abreast pf the growth of the rest 
of the city. 
But now. Sikyta said, the assumption has 
changed and northeast Lincoln will “ grow 
quickly” if people will organize and push 
lor the expansion and development now plan­ 
ned for the area. 
He cited a new sewa ge treatment plant, 
which will open up the Stevens Creek drainage 
area, and the proposed Northeast Radial as 
two commitments the City Council has made 
to northeast Lincoln. And he also might have 
added the development of 
Mahoney Park, 
which, albeit slow, is progressing. 
There is truth to the observation that 
northeast Lincoln has been “ neglected.” but 
it isn't because the area has 
lacked for 
representation in city government. In fact, 
it has been more than adequately represented, 
if geography is the criterion. The problem 


is, rather, that city government as a whole 
has been dragging its feet for a number 
of years over some key projects — projects 
that have been on the boards regardless of 
any planning assumption that northeast Lin­ 
coln would not grow. 
Plans are being readied and land negotia­ 
tions are under way for the sewage treatment 
plant, with construction expected to begin next 
year. 
.Actual construction of the Northeast 
Radial is likewise programmed to begin in 
19 72. 
However, people cannot be blamed for 
refusing to believe the radial will ever be 
built until they see the first yard of concrete 
poured, or, for the real doubters, the ribbon 
cut a t the opening ceremony. If the sewage 
plant is accorded the sanre treatment as the 
radial, Sikyta’s speech will be repeated to 
northeast-area businessmen’s associations in 
1981 and again in 19 9 1. 
It is hoped that the city will push ahead 
with deliberate speed on these projects for 
the good of all of Lincoln — because they 
are needed — and also to dispel the notion 
that northeast Lincoln has been treated like 
a {X)or relation.

until he was expelled two years 
ago during a nationwide purge 
within the organization. 


In an exclusive 
interview 


with a Denver radio station in 
1969, Young claimed he helped 
Cleaver 
escape 
from 
the 


country to Tunisia by way of 
Cuba. He also was reputed to 
be a close friend of Panther 
leader Huey Newton. 


Shaughnessy said police were 


called to the club to investigate 
a disturbance and saw four 
women struggling with a man 


when they 
arrived on the 


scene. 


Police identified one of the 


women 
as 
Young's 
wife, 


Virginia. One of the stabbing 
victims, Pamela Watkins, 21, 
was reported in serious con- 
dition at Denver G e n e r a l 
Hospital with a knife wound 
in the chest.

Mrs. Young, who was taken

Washington — The Census 


B u r e a u 
released 
striking 


statistical 
evidence 
Sunday 


that m o t h e r knows best:' 
People who marry young are 
twice as likely to be divorced 
a s 
are 
somewhat 
older 


couples. 


According to a new analysis, 


the bureau found that within 
20 years of marriage, 28% of 
men who married before the 
age of 22 had been divorced. 
This compared with only 13% 
among men who married when 
they were older. 


The 
figures 
were 
nearly 


identical for women. Among 
those who married before their 
20th birthday, 27% had been 
divorced, compared 
with 14 


of those who married after. 


Conventional Wisdom 


Census 
Bureau 
analysts 


acknowledge that it is con- 
ventional wisdom that young 
marriages are more likely to 
end in divorce. But the striking 
aspect of the new study, they 
say, 
is its showing of the 


m a g n i t u d e 
of 
t h e 


phenomenon. 


Unlike other studies, which 


measure 
the 
number 
of 


marriages and divorces in a 
given \ear, the Census Breau 
study is regarded as unusual 
because it covered the whole 
adult lifetime of those sur- 
veyed. 


T h e 
analysis 
recently 


completed, is based on a 1967 
survey of 28,000 households in 
701 
select 
counties 
en- 


compassing every state. 


Other Findings 


Other findings include the 


following. 


—The divorce rate for young 


marriages 
is 
even 
higher 


among 
black 
couples 
than 


white. Within 20 years, divorce 
resulted in 46% of marriages 
involving black men under 22 
and 
47fc 
of those imolving 


black women under 20. 


— \ 
white single woman's 


probability of getting married 
reached a peak between the 
ages of 22 and 24. At those 
ages, 26 of e\ery 100 single 
women 
surveyed were wed 


each year. After age 24, the 
probability 
drops 
sharply. 


Among 
black 
women, 
the 


chances were about the same 
for all ages between 20 and 
29. 


—During the first two years 


of marriage, the presence of 
a chill doubled the chances of 
divorce — probably because 
many such children followed 
premarital pregnancies and the 
consequent "weakness of the 
marriage ties." 


Twice As High 


—The chances 
of divorce 


were twice as high among men 
who made less than $8,000 than 
among those who made more. 
Similarly, 
the 
chances 
of 


remsrriage improved propor- 
tionately with higher income. 


—Men were more than twice 


as likely to remarry during the 
.first 
five 
years 
following 


divorce than later. 
Overall, 


according to other census-data, 
about 
three-fourths 
of 
all 


divorced men and three-fifths 
of divorced women eventually 
remarry. 


—Men were somewhat more 


likely to remarry than woman 
in any given year. The odds 
for men were about 17 in 100, 
lor women 13 in 100. 


Particularly Low 


The study 
found 
that the 


odds 
of 
remarriage 
were 


particularly low among men 
who were poorest and who had 
been divorced for more than 
five years. 


Among this group, the odds 


of remarriage in a given year 
were 3 in 
100. Meanwhile, 


among men who earned S8,000 
or more, and who had been 
more recently divorced, the 
odds of remarriage were 10 
times more favorable. 


The authors of the census 


report 
calculated 
that 
there 


were, at the time of the 1967 
study. 51,101,000 women and 
43.657.000 men 
between the 


ages of 14 and 
69 who had 


once been married. 


Difference 


The difference m the totals 


is explained by the fact that 
women marry younger and live 
longer than men.

a single republic — Estonia —

character of the crimes to 
family background, occupation, 
use of alcohol and other fac- 
tors. 


The researchers, who used 


computer^ in the analysis of 
court and police records, urged 
the automation of crime-data 
processing on a national basis 
so that the causes of youthful 
crime could be established and 
effective measures taken. 


Statistics Kept Secret 


C o m p r e h e n s i v e crime 


statistics 
are secret in the 


Soviet 
Union 
and 
detailed 


analyses may not even be 
available, judging from 
the 


r e c o m m e n d a t i o n in the 
Estonian report. There was no 
indication to what extent the 
findings in the small republic, 
with a population of 1.4 million 
and a fairly high standard oC 
living applied to the 
entire 


Soviet Union, with 240 million 
people and a wide regional 
range of social conditions. 


H o w e v e r , the Estonian 


report, though limited to a 
relatively small part of the 


country, does illuminate an

Gov. J. James Exon, the 41st 
governor since Nebraska was 
made a territory in 1854, is 
no exception. 
400 Appointments Possible 
“ It's hard to say just how 
many appointments I ’ll make. 


maybe as high as 400 the first 
year in office. But that’s only 
a guess because you never 
know how many resignations 
there will be or if any new 
commissions will be formed,” 
the 50-year-old governor said. 
“ It’s not as bad as it sounds, 
since I don't have to fill them 
all at once. They’re staggered 
over the year.” 
Exon, who has so far ap­ 
pointed 261 people to various 
positions exclusive of deputy 
sheriffs, credits his staff for 
much of background work on 
candidates. 
“ My 
staff,” 
Exon 
said, 
“ helps me a great deal in the 
s e l e c t i o n s 
and 
recom­ 
mendations, but 1 personally 


have to approve each one. 
“ I rely on my administrative 
assistant Norm Otto a great 
deal in this area. 
“ I'll tell you, I sure sign a 
lot of 'em,” Exon added. 
Candidates Plentiful 
Finding enough people to fill 
all the positions, Exon said, 
is no problem. He noted that 
there is a ratio of five can­ 
didates to one position. 
“ We have no trouble finding 
enough 
people 
to 
fill 
the 
positions,” 
Exon 
said, 
“ for 
instance, we recently had a 
vacancy on the brands com­ 
mission. The state ranchers’ 
association recommended some 
people to us, and from the 


recommendations we picked an 
appointee.” 
To assist the governor in 
making appointments, the staff 
keeps a file of people who have 
be e n 
s u g g e s t e d 
by 
organizations 
or 
who 
have 
offered their services to the 
state. 
“ My staff makes a recom­ 
mendation to me after studying 
the field of candidates, we 
review those 
we think are 
qualified and 
I choose our 
man,” Exon said. 
In this manner the state’s 
appointed posts are filled — 
until 
another 
administration 
steps in and starts the process 
all over again.

ciency. 


In the real world, the big 


profit maker usually is the low 
cost producer, who through ef- 
ficiency 
provides 
optimum 


employment conditions, good, 
fairly priced merchandise, and 
a decent return to investors. 
The slim profit maker is likely 
to be subject to leaks in :hc 
form of incompetent handling 
of men and materials.

Santa Barbara, Calif. 
A large, four-day-old brushfire 
advanced steadily eastward on 
a three-mile front Sunday as 
f i r e 
fighters 
worked 
to 
strengthen a fire break ahead 
of it. 
The fire's southern progress, 
toward 
the 
coastal town 
of 
Carpintería, was halted early 
Sunday by moist cool coastal 
air, 
flat 
terrain 
and 
citrus 
groves, fire officials said. 
Driven 
by 
strong 
winds 
during the night, the fire had 
jumped a fire break and raced 
toward the town of 7,200 and 
preparations 
were 
made 
for 
possible evacuation. However, 
after burning about two miles 
the 
fire 
reached 
low-ly ing 
agricultural 
land 
and

down, about a half mile from 
the outskirts of the town. 
A force of more than 1,800 
men was fighting the blaze, 
which

blackened 
9,000 
acres 
and

At a time when achieve­ 
ment of the future promise of

r eq u i r es 
so p histicated 
pragmatism, 
George Meany , president, AFL- 
CIO, stands out as a sy mbol of 
simplistic solutions. 
He and his Old Guard ignore 
the current polls of opinion 
among union cardholders, as 
the Meany wing snarls at the 
new Nixon poliey for the wrong 
reasons. 
The complaint is that the 
administration 
plan 
doesn’t 
freeze interest rates and pro­ 
fits. The important factor is 
that 
Meany 
still 
thinks 
of 
business and finance as special 
interests. He regards them as 
opposite numbers of the trade 
unions, and thinks that goodies 
and 
sacrifices 
should

equally distributed. 
But

unscientific

regard business as a special 
interest. It is the mechanism 
by which people lift their living 
standard by making and ex­ 
changing things. If the invest­ 
ment 
tax 
credit 
and 
ac­ 
celerated 
d ep r ec i a t i o n 
stimulate trade, the benefits 
will 
include 
fuller 
employ ­ 
ment. 
Incidentally , a profit freeze is 
different from a wage or price 
freeze. Prices and wages are 
known numbers, whereas profit 
is a residual after all costs 
have been met. No one knows 
the profit until after the period 
when the accountants make an 
audit, 
when 
profits 
a r e 
artificially limited by edict, as 
in the case of an evcess profits 
tax, there is a let-down in effi­ 
ciency . 
In the real world, the big 
profit maker usually is the low 
cost producer, who through ef­ 
ficiency 
provides 
optimum 
employ ment conditions, good, 
fairly priced merchandise, and 
a decent return to investors. 
The slim profit maker is likely 
to be subject to leaks in 
the 
form of incompetent handling 
of men and materials. 
Too Early 
It is too early for President 
Nixon to rest on his laurels, his 
success will be determined by 
the course of events prior to the 
November 1972 election, and 
not by the words of Meany . 
Accordingly , after the 90-day 
freeze, Nixon should strive for 
the scientific and practical ap­ 
proach, rather than be worried 
whether Meany likes him.

This 
has already been demonstrated 
in the tax investment credit 
and in accelerated deprecia­ 
tion, which Meany criticizes. 
The tax incentive approach 
can be further used construc­ 
tively.

He is to land in Ankara at 


mid-morning Monday.
